NOTELY was further identified as a current journalism 
student at the University of Minnesota, who was asked why he 
had not spoken out before. He is quoted as stating "That’s 
a good question. I wish I could answer it."U

The article further stated that

LEWIS described SCHOENMAN as a 31

Burbank, California, raised and 
quoted him as saying in conversation 
that the United States is an imperialist 
country and "It must be denounced completely.

done to the Jews, the Gypsies and the Poles." ^ 

"The New York Times" in its edition of

The article date^ined Bournemouth, England, 
November l4, indicated that an l&glish 
judge said that "Sexual aberrations with a
